So far there was no conflict of evi 
dence. Whatever the events immedi- 
ately on arrival of the police and troops 
may have been, the troops fired on the 
crowd, killing twenty-one and wound- 
ing over sixty. Hundreds were hurt in 
the panic and rush which followed. 

Comb the City. 

Following this the police and troops 
started to comb out the Dublin Sinn 
Feiners.. The bridewell and all the 
jails now are full to the doors with sus- 
pects arrested in night raids. Every 
house where men of Sinn Fein sympa- 
thies were living was visited and 
searched. 

Usually arrests were made. The flat 
occupied by Desmond Fitzgerald, the 
Sinn Fein minister of propaganda, 
twice was searched last night, but nei- 
ther Mr. Fitzgerald nor his wife was 
home. In other houses all the men and 
even boys of 16 were arrested and 
taken to prison, where they will be ex-

SHANGHAI, Nov.. 23.—There are 


betweems 6,000 and 7,000 American and 
Buro missionaries living in 
China, “more than half of whom 
are Amesicans. Of the European mis- 
sionnaties about half are French and 
Be €atholics and the ‘remainder 
are sh, Scotch, Canadians, and 
Soandinavians. There were some Ger- 
mans before the war, but only a few 
have returned since the armistice. 
These men and women devote their 
entire time and effort to the propaga- 
tion of Christian doctrines, educational 
work, and medical service. 


Big Influence on China. 


There are missionary schools and col- 
leges all over China and owing to un- 
gettled political conditions in the coun- 
try affecting the native schools, the 
mission schools have exerted a tre- 
mendous influence in China. The mis- 
gionary is really the forerunner of 
western civilization in China and his 
work is soon followed by western ideas 
of sanitation, education, government, 
and, lastly, a desire for the manufac- 
tured conveniences of America and Eu- 
rope. For this work the missionary 
works for a pitifully small salary, the 
average for all missions running from 
$1,000 to $1,800 a year for each indi- 
vidual. 

The foreign missionary and espe- 
clally the American missionary has 
long been a thorn in the side of the 
Japanese conqueror of China. Regard- 
less of how weak and inefficient the 
work of the lone missionary in a small 

Chinese village may be, his work is 
goon followed by enlightenment and ed- 

’ weation, and these things are natural- 
ly followed by a new feeling of nation- 
alism. It is self-evident that an edu- 
cated Chinese is a much more diffi- 
cult problem to handle than a Chinese, 
who can neither read nor write and 
whose life is still bound down by su- 
perstitious ignorance. 


Religion of Chinese. 


The religion of the Chinese is a com- 
bination of Taoism, or nature worship; 
Buddhism, that came from India, and 
Confucianism, which started with the 
great Chinese saint who lived some 
2,600 years ago. It works about like 
this:

Tells. of Purpose. 


Mr. Hoover briefly outlined his pur- 
pose in organizing the council. 

“Today there are 3,500,000 waifs 
who live by virtue of the 3,000 asylums, 
hospitals, clinics, and canteens, whose 
doors would close except for American 
charity. At the time of the armistice 

Americans were carrying the burden 
of 200,000 children in Belgium and 
. 600,000 in northern France. This sys- 
tem was spread over Finland, Estho- 
nia; Letvia, Lithuania, Poland, Ger- 
many, Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Ser- 
bia, Roumania, Hungary, and Armes 
nia. With the harvests of 1919 and 
1920 and the gradual economic recu- 
peration, the burden has grown less 
and the harvest of next summer will 
greatly lighten the burden. It is not 
a@ perpetual charge on American char- 
ity. It is an emergéncy demand. 

Cost Put at $23,000,000. 

It will cost $23,000,000, about $1 per 
month per child until next harvest. If 
Wwe can carry them until then, they 
will save themselves. If we do not—— 
they can only perish. I would rather 
have the American flag implanted in 
the hearts of the children of Europe 
than flying over any citadel of victory. 
I’m not a good beggar—but after seven 
years of service I feel I have the right 
to ask the American people for help.”

I have reports that as 
high as 60 and 65 cents is being 
charged. 

“As to cranberries. Here we have 
another holdup. The wholesale price 
is as high as $15 a barrel. A week 
ago it was $12 a barrel. There was no > 
reason for the increase except that _ 
Thanksgiving was coming. Eighteen 
cents a quart is a big retail price for 
cranberries. Don’t pay more. 

“And as for the florists, they are 
attempting the biggest robbery of all. 
The young man who attempts to say 
it with flowers this Thanksgiving faces 
bankruptcy.”

Morin Makes Bow

“Le Chemineauw”’

“Le Chemineau,” which constituted 
one of the most completely satisfying 
performances of the opera season so 
far, was the vehicle last evening for 
what threatens to be a highly im- 
portant debut in the annals of the 
Chicago Opera company.

Margery Maxwell as Aline proved 
that she is possessed of a voice of much 
charm, with a rather delectable child- 
like quality on certain tones.

A change for the better in the grain 
markets yesterday was due largely to 
an oversold conditi n in wheat, while 
corn and oats had been well liquidated. 
Large export takings of wheat and rye, 
a belief that financial conditions were 
on the mend, a firmer stock market and 
a rally in cotton all contributed to mak- 
ing a sharp advance in grains, the 
greater part of which was maintained. 
At the close wheat was 8@8%c, corn 
2% @3c, oats 1% @2%c, rye 3% @5%c, 
-and barley 3@5c higher for the day.

Corn traders, who took the bull side 
late Monday, were again active, and the 
largest shorts were credited with cover- 
ing, as were houses with eastern cannec- 
tions, while the selling was moderate, 
and until May, touched 74c, when gen- 
eral commission house offerings 
creased. A few local professionals 
fought the advance, but the close was 
around the top. 

A big trade was on in oats, with heavy 
covering by local shurts and buying by 
a few commission houses that were bull- 
ish. Jackson, Thomson-McKinnon, Van 
Ness, Bartlett Frazier and Frank 
Schreiner were active. There was heavy 
selling of December and active changing 
in buying December and selling May at 
4%@5c difference. 

Seaboard houses bought rye freely and 
the large export business stimulated lo- 
cal covering. The northwest sold on the 
bulge and there was active exchanging 
of futures for cash lots. 

Packers Buy Lard.
